The list of cla ims a s a llowed by the county 
commissioners this week, wa s published in the 
lega l a dvertisement Frida y,, a nd some of the ex ­ 
cessive cla ims a s previously filed a nd a dvertised 
were omitted from the second list, showing tha t 
the commissioners held them up. 
Cla ims for lega l services a s filed by C. W. 
Dunca n, a ttorney for the petitioners on three 
loca l pa ving projects, were included in the list 
tha t were not pa id. 
These cla ims were filed Tor 
$ 800 on the Morga n street job, $ 168 on the Per­ 
kins street a nd $ 540 for Ha rrison street, tota lling 
$ 1,508. 
The county commissioners a re to be com ­ 
mended for holding up such cla ims. 
The crying 
need is to reduce ta x es, a nd this ca n be a ccom­ 
plished only by wa tching the little things tha t 
ha ve a tendency to a ppea r in cla ims tha t a re 
pla ced on file.

And those are nearly all that 


stand between Herbert Hoover 
and the Republican presidential 
nomination at Kansas Citv. 


Politicians are asking if 
the 


party can afford 
to take a 


chance on a candidate whose at- 
titude on farm relief is repug- 
nant to the agricultural states. 


How effectively the "farm re- 


volt" will be made can only be 
guessed at this time; 
political 


opinion in Washington is widely 
divided. But these two things 
can be predicted with reasonable 
certainty: 


1. The convention will not be 


dominated by the farm leaders, 
although they are sure to make 
the most'noise 


2. The platform adopted will 


not endorse the McNary-Haugen 
bill or its vital equalization prin- 
ciple. 


The big question then to be 


decided is whether the farmers 
will lose both in their platform 
fight and their effort to scare 
the convention away from Hoov- 
er. The platform can't possibly 
be allowed to repudiate Pres- 
ident Coolidge's stinging 
veto 


message. But the farm leaders 
threaten to walk out on the con- 
vention if, on top of that, 
it 


nominates an anti-equalization 
man. 


Claim Eastern Opposition 


Now if Hoover's strength were 


solid outside the farm belt the 
convention probably would ride 
over the farmers rough-shod in 
both instances. The factor that 
worries the Hoover men 
and 


causes the farm leaders to pre- 
dict confidentially that the dele- 
gates won't dare nominate him 
is the 
opposition 
to Hoover 


which has persisted among im- 
portant politicians in the pow- 
erful easterly states which 
al- 


ways control conventions. 


It is true that some of these 


states are divided, but the agri- 
cultural-industrial states of Illi- 
nois and Indiana are strongly a- 
gainst him. And Hoover hasn't a 
solid delegation in Ohio, 
New 


York, Pennsylvania, 
Connecti- 


cutt or Massachusetts. The bal- 
ance of power probably will be 
held by Pennsylvania, New York 
and Connecticut, with Secretary 
Andrew Mellon of Pennsylvania 
holding virtually a whip-hand. 


If a logical compromise candi- 


dacy had shaped up, the 
out- 


look would not be bright 
and 


pretty for Hoover. Vice President 
Dawes offers the nearest 
ap- 


proach to it, but he is for the 
McNary-Haugen plan.

FARM NOTES 


American agriculture will be 


prosperous or unprosperous, de- 
pendent largely uopn farmers' 
recognition of world 
economic 


conditions and upon how com- 
pletely the farms of our country 
are adjusted to prevailing world 
conditions, Lloyd S. Tenny, chief 
of the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics, U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, told members 
of 


the Vermont State Chamber of 
.Commerce in annual meeting at 
Rutland, Vermont, June 8. 


"Agriculturally," he said, "the 


world is smaller today than the 
State of Vermont was a hundred 
years ago. The farmer of Ver- 
mo»t or the farmer of Iowa, to- 
day is influenced more by condi- 
tions in Great Britain, Argen- 
tina, Australia, and other parts 
of the world, than the farmers 
of Vermont one hundred years 
ago were influenced by the hap- 
penings in the State of 
New 


York. The 
American 
farmer 


must recognize this change in 
agricultural conditions." 


Mr. Tenny described the var- 


ious services rendered by 
the 


Bureau of Agricultural Econom- 
ics which deal with the collec- 
tion and dissemination of eco- 
nomic ' information anfl which 
have a direct bearing and in- 
fluence upon 
the individual 


farm. He said that fifteen years 
ago there were no national stan- 
dards for agricultural crops. To- 
day there are standards for all 
the major agricultural commo- 
dities. There is now a national 
inspection service on many farm 
commodities, the quality of more 
than 200,000 carloads of fruits 
and vegetables having been in- 
spected and certified by the 
bureau the last twelve months.

How often have you 
been induced to stop in a store and buy a certain 
article that you wanted but would not have re-

REMINISCENCES 


BY JOHN F. JOYCE 


Of all the days we celebrate or 


rather Observe as a holiday no 
other, not even the 4th of July 


The birth of our flag came 


from many evolutions. The ear- 
ly flags of the colonies 
were, 


carries with it so much mean- of course, the English flag bear- 
ing as does the 14th day of 
June. It was on June 14th that 
the Continental Congress 
re- 


solved "That the flag of the 
United States should be thirteen 
stripes alternately 
red 
and 


white; that the Union be thir- 
teen white stars in a blue field." 
The blue field was taken from 
the Covenanters banner of Scot- 
land and smybolized the 
%new 


covenant of the American Un- 
ion. The Stars were disposed in 
a circle, which symbolized per- 
•petuity of Union and the circle 
the sign of eternity. 


On the admission of Vermont 


and Kentucky £wo more stripes 
were added and this was our 
flag during the war of 1812. On 
the 4th of April 1818 Congress 
directed a return to thirteen 
stripes as in the original flag 
and provided for the 
addition 


of a star for each new state ad- 
mitted, which was to be added 
to the flag on July 4th follow- 
ing the admission of the state. 


There are now 48 stars 
hi 


our flag. To read them, we be- 
gin at the upper left hand corn- 
er, and as the stars are now ar- 
ranged in six rows of 
eight 


stars to a row, we read across 
from left to right as we would 
a book beginning with Dela- 
ware, the;first state to adopt 
the Constitution, and thirty-five 
in the order of their admission 
to the UnteE.

The Presi- 
dent's flag -is embroidered with 
silk costing nine 
dollars

pound. Many different kinds of 
flags are required by naval ves- 
sels to show proper courtesies to

three different foreign flags all 
made in this factory.
